FONTANA LAND 
WILL BE OPENED 


More than 100 men are work- 
ing on the improvement of the 
largest unsubdivided tract .at 
Fontana, with the hope of 
opening 1280 acres fronting on 
the Foothill Boulevard within 
30 days. Half of ‘the area is 
to be planted to walnuts and 
will be sold i in units of two and 
a helf aeres. The land is west 
of Fontana townsite. 

Seven hundred acres in the 
Fontana district are being 
planted to walnuts this year, 
and miles of windbreak have 
been set out. f 











Kramer Bros., who have recent- 
ly purchased a large acreage of 
land extending along the south 
side of Red Hill for nursery pur- 
poses, have given considerable 
‘study to the culture of heather 
for the commercial trade. It was 
on account of this branch of the 
nursery business that they chose 
the Red Hill district for expansion, 
Their object was to get as far 
above the grimy effects of smudg- 
ing as possible. 

With the young plants just com- 
ing into bloom about holiday time 
and the height of their sale ex- 
tending from Christmas to Haster, 
the blooms are much damaged by 
the settling of the smudgy smoke 
on them in, the lower altitudes. 
They believe the new location 
ideal from this point of view and 
also believe the climate and soil 
here will be very advantageous in 
producing a special variety that 
does not do well in their Ocean: 
side nursery. 

They are developing a growing 
business throughout the middle 
west ahd the east, not only for 
heather but for the many var- 
ietiés of bulbs they handle. By 
the use of refrigeration they ship 
large quantities of Heather bloom 
as far east as Sew York City. 

With the details of the transfer 
of the land complete, the new own- 
ers expect to prepare the soil for 
culture during the coming months 
and to construct a reservoir suf- 
ficient for their needs. Most of 
the acreage will be devoted to 
heather, which will be planted in 
the fall with the view of being 
ready for the trade after ‘the first 
of next year.
